call oꝛdinance) noz any other whatſoeuer could be exempted : Foꝛ remedie whereof, her Maieſtie by her Pꝛoclamation 
bearing date the ſeuenth day of July, in the two and twentieth pere ofher Ratane, did charge and command all maner of 
perſons of what qualitie ſo euer they were, to deſiſt and koꝛbeare from any new buildings of anyhouſe oꝛ Tenement 
within thꝛee miles from any of the gates of the ſaid Citie of London, to ſerue foz any habitation oz lodging foz anꝝ pers 
fn, where no fo:zmer houſe had beeneknowen to haue beene, in the memoꝛie ofſuch as were then liuing; Andallo to 
fo;beare from letting oz ſetting, oz ſuffering any moꝛe families then one onely, to bee placed oz to inhabite fromthence- 
foozthin any houſe that beloꝛe that time had beene inhabited, as by theſaid Pꝛoclamation, amongſt other pzoutſions, 
charges and commandements therein contained. moze fully and at large appeareth , And whereas afterwards, inthe 
nine and thirtieth and fourtieth peeres ofher Highneſſe raigne, vponſeuerall Bils of complaint exhibited by her Mais 
ties Atturney generall into the high Court of Starrechamber befoze her Pighneſle Councell there, againſt diuersper: 
ſons koꝛ diuers offences by them committed and done contrarie to the tenour of the ſaidPzoclamation, The ſaid Coun⸗ 
cellgrauely waighing and conſidering the manifolde milchiefes that did then happen, and were like dayly toencreafe, 
fo: want ol due execution of the ſaid Pꝛoclamation, did make and ſet downe verie pꝛoũtable and neceſſarie Oꝛders and 
Decrees in that behalfe,as by the ſaid Ozders and Decrees remaining of Recoꝛd in her ſaid Court of Starchambermoze 
fully and at large appeareth . And whereas the Loꝛds and others of her highnes Honoꝛable Pziuie Councel, percetuing 
great delay,negligence,and parctalitie vſed in the execution of the ſaid Pzoclamation, Ozders, and Decreeg, haue alſo at 
lundzie times wzitten their letters vnto tuch of herHighnelle Officers to whome it did apperteine,, foz the putting in due 
execution of the ſaide Pꝛoclamation, Oꝛders and Decrees: Her Maieſtie perceiuing, that notwithſtanding her gracious 
and Pꝛincely Commandement ſignified by her ſaid Pzoclamation. and the Yonourable care of her pꝛiuie Councell touch- 
ing the ſame, yet it falleth out, partly by the couetous a inlatiable diſpoſitions of ſome perſons, that without any reſpect 
ofthe Common good and publike pzofiteoftheRKealme, doe onely regard their owne particular lucre and gaine,andpart- 
ie by the negligence and coꝛruption ol others. who byreaſon oftheiroffices # places ought to ſee the ſaid P2oclamation, 
Oꝛders, and Decrees duely perfourmed, and yet doe vndutifully neglert the ſame, that the ſaid miſchietes and inconue- 
niences do daily encreaſe and multiplie, to the great contempt of her Paieſtiesroyallcommandement, the manifedan- 
ally of the ſaide Citie of London and the confines thereof, and to the great offence of
